Jesse B. Lasater resigned yes- 
terday as chief of the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics. An audit has dis- 
closed ‘a shortage of $16,805 in 
that office. 

Health Commissioner J. Earl 
Smith had announced earlier that 
Lasater would resign. Dr. Smith 
said he had told Lasater he 
would be dismissed if he did not 
submit his resignation. 

Lasater, suspended when the 
shortage was disclosed 10 days. 
ago, has stated he knew of a dis- 
crepancy in the accounts for 
years, but has denied any wrong- 
doing on his part. 

He was arrested and released 
under bond pending completion 
of the investigation. The circuit 
attorney’s office has refused to 
issue warrants against him, on 
the ground that, although the 
shortage probably resulted from 
criminal action, there was noth- 
ing to connect Lasater with it. 

The shortage was discovered 
when the bureau asked the comp- 
troller’s office for additional 
birth certificate forms. Records 
in the comptroller’s office indi- 
cated the bureau should ‘have had 
on hand enough certificates to 


to | account for $11,500 in cash. The 


bureau had not turned the cash 
over to the comptroller’s office 
and did not have the certificates. 
An audit later set the shortage 
at $16,805, including cash that 
should have been refunded to ap- 
plicants for birth certificates and 
now cannot be accounted for.

From a Bitter Officer 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Last October I was ordered to active 
duty with the Forty-third Infantry Di- 
vision, a National Guard unit from New 

I was assigned to this outfit 
from an inactive reserve status. Ap- 
parently someone realizes the great in- 
justice done to inactive reserve offi- 
cers called back to duty, because re- 
eently there has been talk of releasing 
inactive reserve officers in the near 
future, while National Guard and active 
reserve officers will be subject to serve 
24 months. 


A few days ago the Forty-third Divi- 
sion was alerted for shipment to Eu- 
rope in the fall, and unless something 
is done to replace inactive reserve offi- 
cers (as is the case with enlisted in- 
active reserves in units going overseas) 
I will be subject to shipment overseas 
with this outfit. If that happens, I will 
probably wind up having to serve 24 
months the same as National Guard of- 
ficers. 

For the past nine months my blood 
has boiled while I listened to the Na- 
tional Guard boys boasting how they 
joined the guard for the “easy money” 
they could get out of it. 

What I’m getting around to is this: 
if. as an inactive reserve officer, I was 
subject to assignment with a National 
Guard unit, if I'm subject to going 
overseas with them, then I should also 
be “subject” to the monetary benefits 
realized by the National Guard. 

In other words, if I'm to be treated 
as a National Guard officer in all other 
respects, then I’m entitled to back pay 
as a first lieutenant for the four-and- 
one-half years I spent in the inactive 
reserve. 

If you feel this isn’t logical or rea- 
sonable, then you must also feel that 
I’m getting a pretty raw deal being 
back in service while countless num- 
hers of active reserve and National 
Guard officers are still at home riding 
the gravy train. 

If this were all-out war and total mo- 
bilization, and, every active reserve and 
National Guard officer was first or- 
dered to active duty, if at that time 
my services were still required, then 
and only then would I feel that my 
recall to duty was justified.

Mr. Boyle admits being on the payroll of the 
American Lithofold Corp. in 1949, but denies 
helping the company get a $565,000 RFC loan. 
He further argues that he was not in charge of 
the Democratic National Committee at that 
time, and that he has been “entirely inactive 
in the practice of law” since taking this position. 

These are the contentions that should be thor- 
oughly investigated. American Lithofold was re- 
jected for an RFC loan three times before Mr. 
Boyle went on its payroll. It got the loan after 
he did , go on. If there was no connection be- 
tween these two events, then what was Mr. 
Boyle employed for? What services did he per- 
form? What reason did the company have to 
employ a Washington lawyer if not to press its 
RFC application? 

The usual reason for anybody's hiring a 
Washington lawyer is to obtain representation 
before Government agencies. Unless he was re- 
tained for some other reason, which seems most 
unlikely, it was highly improper for Mr: Boyle 
to represent American Lithofold at all. If it is 
wrong, as President Truman said, “for the chair- 
man of a national political committee to use his 
contacts with Government officials for his own 
private gain,” it is equally wrong for the No. 2 
man on the committee to do the same. 

This prima facie impropriety when he was 
No. 2 man makes it essential to get the full story 
of Mr. Boyle’s activities as No. 1 man. What is 
the proof that he has been “entirely inactive in 
the practice of law” since he became chairman? 
His former law partner, Max Siskind, has con- 
tinued on tHe payroll of American Lithofold ever 
since Mr. Boyle went off. It is imperative there- 
fore that the Hoey subcommittee find out just 
what are the relations between Mr. Siskind and 
Mr. Boyle. : 

If Mr. Boyle is as much in the clear as he 
says he. is, he should be willing to show the 
committee his bank accounts, as proof that he 
has, in fact, been “entirely inactive in the prac- 
tice of law.” 
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‘Suppressed Spy Story 

It seemg incredible that there may be no prose- 
cution of the two American service men charged 
by the Defense Department with killing their 
commanding officer behind German lines in Italy 
seven years ago. 

The department says that neither of the ac- 
cused—former Lt. Aldo Icardi and ex-Sgt. Carl 
G. LoDolce—can be prosecuted under United 


- States civil or military law and that both are still 


at liberty. It adds, however, that it hopes the 
matter can be brought to trial in the Italian 
courts. 

But, so far, the department has exhibited little 
vigor in bringing the case to the attention of Ital- 
ian authorities. Army agents, the department ad- 
mits, obtained LoDolce’s confession a year ago. 
Apparently nothing has been done since then. 
Moreover, there is no explanation of why the 
facts have been concealed so long. Joseph Hola- 
han, brother of the dead officer, says “persons in 
the upper levels of Government” have suppressed 
the story. If so, why? Are others involved? 


Now that the story is out—apparently only be- 
cause it was to have been published soon in a 
magazine—defense officials have a _ clear-cut 
duty to bring Icardi and LoDolce to trial. It is 
inconceivable that some court does not have 
jurisdiction. 
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An Il-Advised Proposal 


State Civil Defense Director Hammond's pro- 
posal to extend the functions of his organization 
to floods, fires and other disasters impresses us 
unfavorably on every count. A proposal to cre- 
ate a state disaster relief agency would hardly 
get far on its own merits, for disaster relief is 
handled capably enough by the Red Cross, with 
emergency aid from the Federal Government 


. whenever necessary. ° 


Mr. Hammond seems to be capitalizing on 
the fact that a civil defense organization already 
is in existence, to which general disaster relief 
responsibilities could be attached as a sort of 
rider. He seems further to be exploiting the 
flood disaster, and the clamor for relief and re- 
construction it has caused, by bringing up his 
proposal at this moment. 

To require groups to be set up in all cities of 
more than 5000 population, as Mr. Hammond 
proposes, would give the state administration a 
potential machine that might be made formid- 
able. To give the Governor authority to employ 
these people at $6 a day for the relief of any 
kind of disaster whatever would give the ad- 


- ministration a potential source of patronage 


that could be made persuasive at the ballot box. 

These political possibilities are not only un- 
desirable in themselves, but they tend to dis- 
credit the civil defense program which is Mr. 
Hammond's responsibility. If citizens get the 
idea that the state civil defense organization is 
only an empire-building nucleus for politicians 
in power, they will not support it as they should. 
Nor will opposition members in the Legislature 
be likely to support it with appropriations of 
state funds.

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A Critique of Pure Postur 

The improved atmosphere at Kaesong, once 
the negotiators took to sitting around a table 
instead of across the table from each other, 
comes as no surprise to us. 

Those several outbursts of laughter emanating 
from the conference room are perfectly under- 
standable. While it is too early, as commentators 
are fond of saying, to suppose that the seating 
arrangements are going to solve everything, it 
is not a bit premature to assert that the way 
people sit, stand and otherwise arrange them- 
selves, individually and in relation to each 
other, has a lot to do with whether they are 
reasonable or not. 

Sitting across the table from each other is all 
right if there is something to drink on the table. 
or even something to eat. If the table is bare it 
leads to declaiming at each other, and, if other 
persons are present, to scoring technical points 
with them over each other’s heads. Those seated 
at either end are prone to get the impression 
that they are siiting at the head of the table, 
which leads to the witches’ own brew of trouble. 
Anyone who makes the mistake of standing up 
is in danger of becoming heavily oratorical and 
removing the last grain of sense from the dis- 
cussion. The worst way to stand up is with one’s 
arms held high over one’s head, an attitude con- 
ducive to wild ideas violently expressed. 

A person lying down on either his right or 
left side, on the other hand, is given only to 
ruminative and meditative remarks. Lying on 
his back, he is not inclined to challenge any 
statement made by anybody. On his stomach, he 
will respond to remarks only in monosyllables, 
if at all. 

Maybe a handbook on these fine points of true 
reason should be prepared for the use of nego- 
tiators. For truly, as a man postureth, so is he. 
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25 Years Is Too Long 


A United Press survey shows that seven states 
increased their gasoline taxes this year and four 
extended temporary tax increases. And which 
state has the lowest tax to support its roads. 
and has done nothing to make it more adequate? 
Missouri, of course. 

Missouri has had a 2-cents-a-gallon tax for 25 
years, as Thad Snow notes in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion. The levy is over-aged. It has 
helped to convince some persons, and some 
legislators, that the state needs no higher tax 
for road-building. Yet the mounting evidence to 
the contrary lies along our tortuous, breaking 
pavements. 

This year the Missouri House approved a 3- 
cent tax, though 4 cents probably would barely 
be adequate. The Senate sat on even this modest 
proposal. The bill should be first business when 
the Legislature meets again in two and a half 
weeks. Missouri has sputtered long enough with 
a Model-T gas tax.

Thirty years ago the Missouri Legisla- 
ture enacted the Centennial Road Law, 
and in the main it still holds over, al- 
though some have tried hard to change 


“it, or destroy it on several occasions. It 


must have been a pretty good law. 


Our second piece of good luck occyrred : 


in 1945. That was the year when we 
adopted our new Constitution. I will not 
give anyohe credit for writing our good 
fundamental road law into that instru- 
ment. But it is almost too good to be 
true! If any other state has as good a 
constitutional road 
law as Missouri I 
do not know it. 

Briefly, our con- 
stitutional .road law 
makes it impossible 
for the State Legis- 


‘ lature to enact really 


bad road legislation. 
So our road law is 
okay, afd it is 
doubtful if mere leg- 
islative action can 
damagé it much. 

But what about 
the constitutional 
amendments that 
special interests Thed Snow 
have put on the ballot and that we have 
hid to vote on from time to time? Well, so 
far we have voted them down. The un- 
lamented Curry Amendment, for example, 
would have practically repealed the road 
section of our State Constitution, and 
left our road law in shreds and tatters. 
I guess if we ever permit the special 
interests to put over one of their slick 
amendment packages, we'll deserve it, and 
have to take it. However it looks like the 
amendment racket is somewhat abated, 
if not ended entirely. So much for our 
good luck. 


The Big Boner of 1928 


Now for the big boner that we pulled 
away back in 1928, and that plagues us 
now more than ever before. It is quite 
possible that few will agree with me that 
it was a great boner. But I must call it 


Our road enthusiasm 
was boundless, and we would have done 
it without batting an eye. Then. why 
didn’t we do the sensible thing? 


Well, among other reasons, it was be- 
cause the bond buyers of St. Louis and 
elsewhere were taking an interest in our 
highway affairs, very much like the truck, 
bus and oil people take an interest today.

It is not 
water over the dam, by any manner of 
means. First, because we chucked our 
golden opportunity to raise the gas tax; 
and since we really built a lot of roads 
with our bond money; we fixed it in the 
minds of Missouri people that we had 
done it all with a 2-cent gas tax. We had 
known all along that no other state had 
so low a gas tax, but we became convinced 
tht we were smarter—or something. We 
still hold to that idea, although it is 
obvious that our low tax has caught up 
with us, 


Low Tax Is a Subsidy 


‘ Second,.and much more important, by 
voting the bonds instead of r g the 
gas tax in 1928, we extended lavish 
subsidy to the oil, bus and transport 
truck interests. Surely there is no need 
to waste words and figures to explain 
why and how our low gas tax subsidizes 
these businesses. 


They have enjoyed our bounty for 
years. It has become for them a vested 
interest, which, very naturally, they fight 
like the devil to retain. They have, in 
a manner, sat for so long on our low 
gas tax, that they now claim “squatter'’s 
rights” to their profitable position. |!

Bracing Roofs. 


NE of the things that keeps a 
Qice of people from reroofing is 
the unhappy fact that the roof 


just isn’t strong enough to have , 


someone working on it. When you 
have a situation like this a little 
reinforcing is in order. 

You can stiffen a roof consider- 
ably by installing collar beams 
in the attic between the rafters. 
These beams are nailed to ‘the 
sides of opposing rafters. Two by 
six lumber is good and the beams 
should be installed as near the 
middle of the rafter as possible. 
Nail the collar vVeams to the raf. 
ters with 16 penny nails. 

The only disadvantage to this 
method is that it reduces the 
headroom in the attic consider- 
ably. Moving the collar beams 
closer to the roof peak can be 
done but the closer the beams are 


to the peak the less effective-they- 


are. 
Another way to put a little fight 
into a roof is to install knee 
braces between the rafters and 
the attic floor or floor joists. Two 
by four stock is used for this job 
and the ends of the braces should 
be pulled in slightly towards the 
center of the attic. You don’t have 
to have a brace for each rafter. 
A piece of two by four can be run 
right along the rafters and braces 
_ down from this at every other 
rafter.

wallpaper in our breakfast nook

kind. Is there any way to pro- 
tect it from the children‘s finger- 
prints? 

Two kinds of coating are made 
to protect wallpaper so it can be 
wiped off with a damp cloth. One 
kind has a lacquer base and the 
other a wax base. Lacquer re- 
quires more skill in application 
because it dries quickly, and the 
wax coating must be renewed oc- 
casionally where it is most often 
washed, Both are coloreless, but 
to make sure chemicals in it do 
not change the color in your 
paper too much, or cause deep 
shades to run, test the coating 
you choose on a left-over piece of 
the paper before you apply it.

Manufacturers often shade 
carvings in this way.
